Talks With Unions 
Break Down 


Singapore, Oct. 9. 

Malaya faces the possl- 
bility of labour troubles 
following the drop-in the 
price of rubber. The con- 
tinuous decline has caused 
employers to seek ways and 
means of ‘econumising, In- 
cluding reductions in wages. 


The wayes of 300,000 estate 
workors In Malayn, by an agree- 
ment between the trade unions 
and ‘employers, are subject to 
the variations in rubber prices. 
These wistes are reviewed every 
three months, 


When the price of rubber. was 
high in 1951, wages increasedl 
accordingly in accordance with 
the agreement but now, under 
the same: rule, they should be 
and indeed wero cut 
between five and 10 per cent In 
July. 


Now the estate owners have 
presented a new demand for 
wage cuts {to the union con- 
cerned — the Estate Workers’ 
Unton—but this has been flatly 
rejected and negotintions have 
broken down. The Government 
has not been asked to. arbitrate 
in the matter. . 


The Union's standpoint arises 
from the fact thot the fall in the 
rubbor price did-not coincide 
with p similar decline in the 
cost of essential commodities. 


INFLATION FACTOR > 


Tho first factor arising {rom 
this situation Is the tremendous 
monctary inflation; which has 
engulfed Malsya due to the tre- 
mondous sales of Moaloyan 
fubber ond tin in 1951; the 
effect of this will be lasting. 
All essential goods have to be 
imported and the international 
price of rice has been maintain- 
ed dt a high level by the rice- 
producing countries such as 
Thaitand, 


Therefore ‘the cost of living in 
Malaya js still extremely high 
and no wage cut scoms possible. 

A second point is that the trade 
-unions -think--that —the-—preront 
rubber selling price of about 70 
ecnts (Straits) per pound still 
gives the estate owners a hand- 
some profit.” The average cost of. 
Production is somewhere between 
45-65 centy-per pound. 


The third factor is a psycho- 
logical one. No,unlon leader can 
expect to enjoy the confidence 
and support of his union mem- 
bess, lif he agrees cheerfully to 
successive wage cuts, 


Trade Unions in Malaya have, 
up to now, escaped the grasp of 
Communism and are considered 
as the most healthy and free 
untons in the East. But their 
existence is relatively -new and 
they are still fragile owing to 
thelr youth and the present in- 
ternational political situation. 

It.Js feared that any big dls- 
content or lack of confidence in 
the trade union leaders would 
be a valuable weapon in the 
hands of the Communists who 
are’ ever ready to grasp thelr 
opportunities, France-Presse.

Rocket Journey To ‘The 
Moon 25 Years Hence 


New York, Oct. 9. 


Dr Wernher. von Braun, one of the world’s 
leading rocket experts, today predicted ‘that man. 
would reach and explore the moon within 25 years. 

Dr von Braun, developer of the V-2 rocket which 
Hitler unleashed against Britain at the close of the war, 
described the imaginary five-day, 239,000-mile trip in the 
first article of a symposium entitled Man on the’ Moon, 
published today by Collier's Magazine. - 


Dr von Braun, who is at-pre- 
eent technical director , of the 
Army's guided missiles develop- 


technicians travelling 
huge space ships, 


They would leave from 4 
previously - constructed space 
station 1,075 miles abdve the 
earth. Ho expected they would 
leave from ‘the space Station's 
orbit in: three clumsy-looking 
but highly efficient rocket ships 
which would not be streamlined

motion. . 


ONE-WAY TRIP 


Two rocket ships will de 
Joaded with propellant for the 
long trlp there and back, The 
third, which ‘will not retura, 
will carry only enough pro- 
‘pellant for a one-way trip, The 
extra room will be filled mith 
supplics and equipment for the 
aix<weds stay, ‘Each ghip will 
be 160 feet long and 110. wide. 


Von Braun said that on the 
outward journey’ the rocket 
ships: would hit,a speed of 
19,500 miles per trour about 33 
minutes after taking off. Then, 
‘he eald, the rockets would be 
shut off and, the ships would 
fal) to ao point 550 miles above 
the moon’s sunface, svhere. the 
ships would turn around 
use their rocket units as brakes 
against the moon’s gravity. |
